Almost 1,000 “unique” letters have been 
sent to the Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission since September about the is- 
sue.

The SEC is responsible for coming up 
with the final rules, which were mandated 
by the 2010 Dodd-Frank Wall Street Re- 
form and Consumer Protection Act. The fi- 
nancial reform legislation called for, among 
other things, the disclosure of a new ratio 
comparing a company’s median annual 
compensation for employees to that of its 
chief executive. In September, the agency 
proposed rules and said it was welcoming 
public comments on them.

SEC Chair Mary Jo White testified last 
month before the Senate Banking Commit- 
tee about Dodd-Frank, including the pay 
ratio disclosure. 

“The commission has received numerous 
comments on the proposal, and the staff is 
working to prepare recommendations for 
the commission on a final rule,” she said in 
her prepared testimony. 

In the past, compensation disclosures 
have focused on the pay of top executives 
and boards of directors at public companies. 
In the future, if the median of the annual to- 
tal compensation of all company employees 
is $45,790, for example, and the annual total 
compensation of a CEO is $12,260,000, then 
the pay ratio disclosed would be 1-to-268, 
meaning the CEO’s annual total compensa- 
tion is 268 times that of the median of the 
annual total compensation of all employees. 

Industry groups, individual companies, 
law firms and executive compensation con- 
sultants have raised concerns about the 
complexity of the requirements and the 
cost to calculate the ratio. They also say it’s 
not important or helpful to investors. 


Smaller companies, typically those with 
less than $50 million in revenue, would be 
exempt. Also, the SEC doesn’t spell out 
a specific methodology for companies to 
identify a median employee. It said, for ex- 
ample, that companies may choose to iden- 
tify the median using all their employees or 
by using statistical sampling. 

Still, compliance costs for some compa- 
nies could be “substantial,” the SEC said 
in its 162-page document with the pro- 
posed rules. At least one company has put a 
$2 million price tag on the work. 

“It’s a tremendous undertaking for any 
large international company with no con- 
comitant benefit to its shareholders,” Bob 
Murphy, a former SEC lawyer who is senior 
counsel at the Dykema law firm in Washing- 
ton, told the Tribune. 

Still, he believes that the final rules will 
be adopted this year “substantially as pro- 
posed,” with the pay ratio disclosure re- 
quired in 2016 proxy statements. 

“T think that there is very little chance 
that it won't get adopted this year,” Mur- 
phy said. 


Wiggle room 
on Obamacare 
deadline?

WASHINGTON The Obama administration will 
soon issue new Obamacare guidelines allow- 
ing people to enroll in health coverage after 
a March 31 deadline, but only under certain 
circumstances, according to sources close to 
the administration. 

The sources said the new federal guidelines 
for consumers in the 36 states served by the 
federal health insurance marketplace and its 
website, healthcare.gov, would allow people 
to enroll after March 31 if they had tried ear- 
lier and were prevented by system problems 
including technical glitches. 

On Friday, the administration published 
in the Federal Register new regulations that 
would allow state-run marketplaces new flex- 
ibility in setting insurance coverage effective 
dates for people who sign up during special 
enrollment periods. 

President Obama’s Patient Protection and 
Affordable Care Act requires most Americans 
to be enrolled in health coverage by March 31 
or pay a penalty. It was not clear how much of 
an effort a potential applicant would have to 
make in order to qualify for a special enroll- 
ment period. 

Last December, the administration granted 
special enrollment periods to thousands of 
people who were unable to complete enroll- 
ment on healthcare.gov for coverage begin- 
ning Jan. 1. Similar steps have been expected 
for the March 31 enrollment deadline for sev- 
eral weeks. 

The US. Department of Health and Hu- 
man Services could not confirm whether an 
announcement was expected soon but said 
the administration would not neglect people 
who have problems enrolling.

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BREAKING DOWN THE DATA 

There is no easy way to search and pull a list 
of crimes reported on the lakefront trail. 
RedEye set out to provide a snapshot of the data using the 
city’s online portal to search for all crimes reported in the vicin- 
ity of the trail in 2013 and 2012. The data represent crimes re- 
ported within 200 feet of the trail on park or lakefront property. 
To simplify, RedEye extracted incidents listed as occurring on 
Lake Shore Drive or the streets that intersect with it. 

Incidents were mapped according to the approximate coordi- 
nates supplied by the police department.

Right about now, Chicagoans are 
stir-crazy: eager to get outside 
without a puffy coat and enjoy the 
few warm months the city offers be- 
tween winters. 

Once that first warm day hits, Chi- 
cagoans flock to the lakefront trail. It’s where they train 
for marathons, where they bike to work, where they walk 
their dogs. Day or night. 

With as many 30,000 people a day visiting stretch- 
es of path between Ardmore Avenue to the north and 
71st Street to the south, there’s never a dull moment. And 
while the majority of the activity that takes place there is 
unremarkable, there also are reports of police activity. So, 
how safe is one of Chicago’s most popular warm-weather 
destinations? 

The question is difficult to answer because of the way 
the police department keeps its data. The trail is not a lo- 
cation category that officers can check in a police report, 
which means crimes there are not easily searchable. 

“In terms of overall safety, we think the lakefront trail 
is a safe facility to use,” said Jason Jenkins, education spe- 
cialist for the Active Transportation Alliance, an advocacy 
organization that promotes walking, bicycling and taking 
public transportation. “There are common-sense steps us- 
ers can take to increase their own safety.” 

Using city crime data, RedEye plotted police incidents 
reported near and along the trail in 2013 and compared 
them with the numbers for the year prior. In 2013, there 
were roughly 120 crimes reported in close proximity to the 
18-mile path, compared with about roo the year before. In 
both years, the incidents represented less than 1 percent 
of crime reported in the city overall. 

While it may not be a comprehensive look at all crimes 
reported near the trail, the limited data does provide some 
insight. 

Theft was the most commonly reported crime near the 
trail, which meanders past beaches, harbors, Soldier Field, 
Navy Pier and McCormick Place. Others ranged from 
narcotics to battery to more serious offenses, such as rob- 
bery. In July, police issued a community alert after three 
robberies were reported along the trail.

Both Chicago Park District security and the Chicago 
Police Department patrol the lakefront. 

“The Chicago Police Department is committed to 
the safety of all residents and visitors and, while we don’t 
discuss deployment specifics, we do have seasonal bike 
teams, cars and officers on foot along the lakefront to 
ensure a safe and enjoyable experience for everyone,” the 
department said in a statement. 

The warm weather brings more people outdoors, which 
can provide greater opportunity for crime, said Arthur Lu- 
rigio, psychology and criminal justice professor at Loyola 
University Chicago. People who are having a nice time re- 
laxing may not be as vigilant, he said. But crowds also can 
increase protection, he said. If a lot of people are around, 
there are alot of witnesses, which could increase the likeli- 
hood of getting arrested, and that could be a deterrent for 
committing a crime, he said. 

“I would think especially during daylight hours, you're 
actually safe on the trail,” he said. 

It’s important to be mindful of your surroundings, said 
Wendy Jaehn, executive director of the Chicago Area 
Runners Association. 

“I definitely think it’s safe,” she said of the trail. She runs

along the lakefront nearly every day and often 
alone. “We wouldn’t put runners out there if 
we felt it was unsafe.” 

Safety involves more than crime. The trail 
is used widely by cyclists, joggers, walkers, 
kids and tourists—and it can become a con- 
gested collision course. 

Clashes between bicyclists and pedestrians 
are difficult to measure, but they do happen. 

Physical safety due to traffic on the path is 
a concern for users as well, said Julie Hoch- 
stadter, director of The Chainlink, an online 
networking site for cyclists in Chicago. 

Some of the worst bike accidents have hap- 
pened on the trail, she said. She has seen a 
cyclist and runner get carried off the trail on 
stretchers. At times, kids dart across the path 
and pedestrians walk four across as cyclists try 
to speed by. 

“Unfortunately, there’s only so much real 
estate and it’s really like the Kennedy [ex- 
pressway] during rush hour in the summer,” 
she said.

The Chainlink and CARA post informa- 
tion using their social media networks or web- 
sites to keep members informed of incidents 
reported on the trail. 

While trail users don’t want to discourage 
others from taking the path, they did suggest 
safety precautions. They recommend having a 
running or biking buddy, using the trail when 
it’s light out, telling people you are going to be 
on the path if it’s late at night or making sure 
people know your route. 

Other tips include glancing around peri- 
odically, turning down volume on headphones 
or not using them at all, leaving valuables at 
home, carrying a cellphone in case you need 
to call for help and reporting any incidents to 
police. 

“It’s such a serene, beautiful place. Al- 
though it’s an absolutely beautiful part of the 
city, there’s just things you need to be aware 
of when it comes to your safety and security,” 
Hochstadter said.

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Big names in rock take notice 
as Irish youngsters put the 
genre on their backs

As singer for rising Irish rockers The Strypes 
(who won Best Developing Non-US. Act at 
SXSW), Farrelly has toured with Arctic Monkeys, 
appeared on “Conan” and scored a Top 5 album in 
the UK. with the band’s debut, “Snapshot,” re- 
leased last week in the States. 

The record takes inspiration from American 
blues and its English R&B/rock adapters, deliver- 
ing straightforward rock ’n’ roll that, depending 
on where you're sitting, is either shamelessly nos- 
talgic or a fitting, exciting tribute. Asked by phone 
whether he takes it as a compliment or insult that 
an online commenter snarkily noted, “I love his- 
torical re-enactments,” Farrelly chooses the former. 


What was going through his head when the band 
was invited to lunch at Elton John’s: 

“Everything was going by really fast and you don’t 
really think about it till afterwards. It was just like 
going to another person’s house and meeting. He 
was just down-to-earth; we just talked about music. 
I never really thought, ‘Holy [bleep], this is Elton 
John’ until afterwards.” 


What Conan O’Brien said to them on his show: 
“After the song, he comes on and shakes hands to 
the band who plays. And he came backstage and 
started talking to us about Ireland and rock ’n’ 

roll. He was just telling us where his family were 
from in Ireland, and we were just chatting about 
music and he said he was just complimenting us 
and saying that he never really comes back and says 
hello to the bands, but he came back and had to 
say hello to us.”

If Conan’s popular in Ireland: 
“Not really. I wouldn't say so.” 


On praise they’ve received: 

“You kinda go, ‘Yeah, don't be silly; it’s only 
me.’ But whenever people say nice things, 
you just take the compliment and get on 
with it and stuff. You can’t really let anything 
throw your mind off balance or anything.” 


On some writers seeming to think the band 
will save rock and roll: 
“Thanks very much. I hope to think so.” 


If they’re more influenced by the Stones and 
Yardbirds or American blues artists: 

“T think it’s equal. Our whole interest in mu- 
sic started off with Stones and the Animals 
and the Yardbirds and stuff, and we found out 
that a lot of the songs were covers. And then 
we're like, ‘Oh, who did them first?’ And then 
we researched into the older blues stuff, and 
then that influenced all of us as well. We’re 
also influenced by ’70s punk and loads of dif- 
ferent kinds of music.” 


The difference between a throwback (which 
I define to him as something that affection- 
ately nods to influences) and a rip-off: 
“Ripping off something is completely just 
copying something, and then a throwback as 
you've explained it is just a nod to your influ- 
ences, which is what every band does. You 
can’t not do it.” 


If he’s heard a band that was doing 
something new: 

“That’s a hard question. Not really. Every- 
thing is from something. Everything has 
its own influences. No one can 


do anything new anymore.” 


On One Direction: 
“T don’t really care 
about them. They 
can do whatever 
they want. If they 
want to say hello 
to us, then we'll 
say hello to 

them. But I don’t 
think anyone’s 
going to arrange 

a meeting. ... It’s 
just not what we’re 
about. I’m sure they’re 
lovely people.”

“People say ‘the next One Direction,’ and 
we're not at all.

If you’re good at something, that’s 
all that should matter. You're representing 
something good instead of being a pin-up 
that’s just manufactured to make money.” 


If it’s hard to appeal to young music fans 
who aren’t used to bands like the Strypes: 
“I wouldn’t call them music fans because 
people that listen to all that sort of stuff are 
just told to listen to it, whatever is pumping 
out of the shops or restaurants or whatever 
people go to nowadays. It’s just blasting out; 
they don’t really have a choice. They’re kind 
of forced to like it. So I wouldn't really call 
them music fans. I think music fans tend to 
listen to more actual music, searching for 
stuff that is real. You know, actual instru- 
ments and has a meaning or has a purpose.” 


How they offer an opportunity to those who 
haven’t had a chance to hear rock: 
“Providing an alternative to all that poppy 
[bleep]}.” 


On crossover appeal: 
“The Arctic Monkeys; they’re very British. 
All their lyrics are very British, and the way 
he pronounces words are, like, English slang 
words. So I can see how they wouldn't take 
off {in America}. But I think Irish bands con- 
nect better over here because of the whole 
American/Irish thing. ... A lot of [Americans] 
claim that they’re Irish, so they kind 
of have a soft spot for Irish 
people I think.”

people here, but any examination of identity 
halts when neither character is challenged to 
change or investigate himself. Every so often 
this adaptation of Jose Saramago’s novel “The 
Double”—not to be confused with the up- 
coming comedy “The Double,” starring Jesse 
Eisenberg in a dual role—shows glimpses of 
a secret society in which men watch naked 
women touch themselves and stomp on giant 
spiders. Could an “Eyes Wide Shut”-inspired 
cult have cloned Adam/Anthony or some- 
thing?
